“ If th is council wants to enter 
Into a bold and dramatic parking 
effort, we could rebuild th e River 
Street parking lot between th e 
two bridges and accomplish added 
parking space and beautify th e 
river front at th e same time,” 
th e mayor said. 


On July 8, 1966. we wTOte about 
m conversation with a reader wh o 
h ad asked about building a sea 
wall to solve th e steep slope prob­ 
lem of th e South Bank. 
We also reported h aving been 
Informed th at a preliminary en­ 
gineering estimate to drive pilings 
between th e bridges to form a 
sea wall h ad set th e cost at $250,- 
000. 
Quoting th e mayor last July, 
we said, “Th e h eigh t of th e bank 
is 
sufficient 
to 
accommodate 
parking under th e present River 
Street parking lot and long range 
plans for th e city h ave indicated 
th e h eigh t of th e 
South 
Bank 
sh ould be used to th e city’s ad­ 
vantage.” 
Apparently th e $50,000 estimate 
wh ich Brinkmeier is reported to 
h ave gotten from th e Department 
of Public Works and Buildings is 
lower th an th e engineering esti­ 
mate th e city h as procured be­ 
cause one contemplates a lower 
level parking area wh ile th e oth ­ 
er plans only to put a concrete 
Wall part way up th e river bank. 
In terms of not only a beauti­ 
fying effort but to alleviate th e 
city's Downtown parking prob­ 
lem, excavation of th e lower 
level of th e present area sh ould 
provide for more th an 100 park­ 
ing 
spaces.

Street parking lot. 
An assertion we made in th is 
column on July 26, 1966, h as, at 
least to us, not been denied, 
wh ich was th at all property in 
th e city bordering th e river wh ich 
is not privately owned belongs to 
th e Park District. 
In fact, we revealed it h ad 
been learned a Park Board h ad 
on one occasion commissioned a 
firm to beautify th e South Bank, 
but th e plans were scrapped un­ 
der a subsequent administration 
of th e district. 
Th e Park District h as beauti-. 
fied, * landscaped and provides 
for grooming of th e north bank 
of th e river. 
Perh aps, if Brinkmeier’s bill is

J o sef Stalin has mo re blo o d o n his hands 
than Ado lf Hitler, if the numbers slaughtered in 
co ncentratio n camps and at slav e labo r are the 
gauge. She made o ne po int that the no n-co mmunist 
wo rld has been try ing to fo rget fo r a decade in 
o rder to find reaso ns fo r an acco mmo datio n with 
the So v iet Unio n. 
The crimes attributed to Stalin, she to ld a press 
co nference last week, must also be charged to the 
present Russian leaders. The respo nsibility is co llec­ 
tiv e and gro ws o ut o f the diseased “ mo rality ” o f 
co mmunist ideo lo gy . 
If the men who led Hitler’s campaign o f ex ­ 
terminatio n against fello w Germans as well as no n- 
Germans are guilty as charged by the Nuremberg 
tribunal and the Bo nn co urts, then Stalin’s asso ­ 
ciates in the Kremlin are guilty with him o f the 
deliberate destructio n o f 12 millio n peo ple in fo rced 
labo r camps and the millio ns sho t o ut o f hand in the 
secret cellars o f the NKVD. Nikita Khrushchev was 


kno wn as the “ butcher o f the Ukraine” fo r his ruth­ 
less slaughter o f a mino rity which believ ed Co m­ 
munist pro mises o f self-determinatio n. Others who 
ro se to po sitio ns o f sufficient pro minence in the 
Kremlin’s hierarchy to take o v er when Khrush­ 
chev was depo sed were willing instruments o f the 
lo ng blo o d-letting. 
By placing all the blame o n a “ mad” Stalin, 
Co mrade Khrushchev and his successo rs go t them­ 
selv es neatly o ff the ho o k and allo wed the pro - 
So v iet enthusiasts to claim that the terro r was a 
thing o f the past. But is it? Has the Kremlin put 
aside the v irulent anti-Semitism which is endemic 
in Russian Co mmunism? The answer, o f co urse, is 
a v ery lo ud no . So v iet anti-Semitism is no t so blat­ 
ant as the Nazi v ariety . But the Kremlin still dis­ 
criminates against J ews as a matter o f natio nal 
po licy . Official o rgans o f the Co mmunist Party and 
the So v iet go v ernment still beat the drums against industry 
the J ews, depicting them as pro fiteering v ultures 
and “ Zio nist spies” wo rking to o v erthro w the state. 
Russian J ews are penalized and mistreated fo r at­ 
tempting to retain their cultural identities. 
Fro m time to time, the Kremlin will tacitly 
admit the ex istence o f an anti-J ewish campaign 
while pro mising to put an end “ v ery sho rtly ” to 
ant-semitic practices. Ho w these pro mises are kept 
is ano ther matter. A full-page adv ertisement in the 
New Yo rk Times last week spelled it o ut in all its 
nasty detail. No ting that Yakub Ostro v sky , chief 
So v iet delegate to the U.N. Human Rights Co m­ 
missio n, “ publicly berated the American delegate, 
Mo rris Abram, as a J ew o n three o ccasio ns,” the 
ad — spo nso red by The Center fo r Russian J ewry 
—charged that “ we are at present in an intensified 
phase o f the lo ng-time ruthless campaign to de­ 
stro y J udaism.” 
Ey e-witness acco unts, sho wing that J ews in the 
So v iet Unio n “ liv e in a state o f fear” are supple­ 
mented by v icio us carto o ns o f ho o k-no sed J ews — 
the kind that ran in the Nazi press — fro m So v iet 
papers and magazines, all with the Kremlin's im­ 
primatur. 
May Day o rato rs will igno re these facts. So , to o , 
will tho se eminent po liticians who argue that we 
must build “ bridges” to a go v ernment whieh, in 
its intent, is as racist as Nazi Germany . My ths die 
hard, but the So v iet my th o f racial and cultural 
equality has ex ceeded its quo ta o f liv es.
